FENTON HELD

Charged WithyManslaughter 
in Causing Loss of Life 
on Trolley Car.

LONGINO TALKS — 
IN THE FIFTH 


Candidate for Mayor Heard 
by a Large 
Crowd, 


| Mayor Pro Tem. T. L. Longino, one 
of the candidates for the mayorality, 
made one of the strongest addresses of 
his campaign last evening in Judge 
Puckett’s court room, 606 i-2 Marietta 
street. He was speaking to citizens of 
the fifth ward. 

The meeting was presided over by A, 
@. Adams, who introduced the speakers, 
The first was Malvern Hill, of the sev- 
enth ward, who eulogized the character 
(and record of Dr. Longino and concluded 
| by suying: ; 
| “Dr. Longino is a man of the people, 

who from the time when he wags a far- 
| mer’s boy, has always been associated 
| port the working people. A large pro- 


portion of his practice has been, among 
'the working people and he is. therefore, 
familiar with their needs and thoroughly 
in sympathy with them. He wiil go into 
'office without hate or prejudice and will 
| judge every question that arises sofely 
(on its merits. He has traveled the 
streets for many years and is familiar 
with the needs of every section of the 
i city.” 

Dr. Longimo’s Speech. 

The next speech was made by Dr. Lon- 
| gino, who was greeted with enthusias- 
| tic applause. He said in part: 

| “*We have a prosperous city and 
_administration is one of the best 
ithe country. If elected I propose 
carry out the same general policy now 
being pursued. Since I[ have been in 
‘council T have helped fuer the inter- 
ests of every section of the clty. I be- 
lieve everything should be done to pro- 
| mote the welfare of our public school 
facilities. Every child In the city is en- 
titled to a seat in the schools and I 
shall work to accomplish that end. 

“IT believe the heads of the various 
departments should be heads in fact as 
well as in name. I believe we have an 
excellent chief of police who will make 
a splendid officer if left alone, and he 
should be allowed to run the depart- 
‘ment. Phave always stood for fair and 
‘just wages for all the city employees, 
|and when I first went on the board of 
| health I was Instrumental in raising the 
| pay of the flushers and inspectors. I be- 
‘lieve in paying the men good wages 
‘and then requiring honest work, The 
‘members of the police and fire depart- 
ments should be paid $75 a month, as we 
| pay less wages than other cities. I was 
'the only member of the finance com- 
imittee last year who advocated restor- 
‘ing the salaries of school teachers, and 
acting under my suggestion their sala- 
ries were restored by the board of edu- 
cation. Tt has been charged against 
'me that for the city to pay good wages 
the tax rate must be raised. As a mem- 
ber of the finance committee I know 
that this can be done without raising 
the tax rate T have always opposed 
raising the tax rate. When Mayor 
Mims was in office he came to me and 
said that if he could get my vote the 
tax rate could be raised. I told him that 
I was wnalterably opposed to it. It is 
charged that as T am a doctor T am not 
familiar with business methods. I was 
a member of the finance committee

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MURDER CHARGE 
OT SUSTANED 


Thomas Riggins Acquitted by 
Mabama Jury Last Night. 


Case Originated with the Hanging 
of Horace Maples, and Evidence 
Presented to Jurors Was Not 
Sufficient To Cause a 
Conviction, 


Huntsville, Ala., September 22.—Thomas 
WN. Riggins was tonight acquitted of the 
charge of murder in connection with the 
hanging of Horace Maples. The case 
made out by the prosecution In the trial 
today was very weak,.and there was 
no convincing evidence connecting the 
defendarit with the mob. 

When the court met for a night ses- 
gion, attorneys for the defense made 4 
motion to quash the indictment. Judge 
Speake requested the jury to retire while 
the motion was under argument. Rig- 
gins’ attorneys urged that, as there were 
no evidence of a convincing nature 
against him, the indictment be quashed. 
Solicitor Pettus argued against this and 
asked that the jury be allowed to decide 
the case, since the trial had progressed 
so far. 

Judge Speake decided the matter by 
recalling the jury and delivering a gen- 
eral charge in favor of the defendant, 
instructing if they believed the evidence, 
to return a verdict of not guilty. There 
was no demonstration.

Sub - Committee Decides 
Against His Can- 
didacy, 


John 8S. Holiday will not be allowed to 
make the race for councilman from the 
eighth ward this year as the opponent 
of H. G. Bagley. This is the effect of 
the decision of the city éxecutive commit- 
tee’s subcommittee, of which “. M. 
Welch is chairman, which met last night 
in headquarters, 315 Kiser building. The 
case will probably be appealed to the city 
executive committee and if it is there 
wil be a lively time, as some members 
of that body favor Mr. Holiday. 

Both Mr. Holiday and John T. Moody 
were present and stated their side of the 
case. 

Mr. Holiday, it will be remembered, 
wanted to enter the race for councilman 
and telephoned Treasurer W. J. Camp- 
bell three minutes before the time for 
paying assessments had expired to that 
effect. He asked Mr. Campbell to con- 
sider his assessment as paid.

Holiday made a tender of the money, 
seven minutes after the time set by the 
sub-committee, Mr. Campbell refused to 
accept it. Mr. Holiday appealed to the 
sub-committee. 

Mr. Moody last night made three points 
during the course of his argument. The 
first was that Mr. Holiday understood 
Mr. Campbell to say that the assessment 
would be considéred as paid. ._ The sec- 
ond was that there was no harm in al- 
lowing Mr. Holiday to make the race, 
as the voters would have more men from 
whom to select. The third was that sun 
time is twenty-three minutes later than 
ninetieth meridian time and that by sun 
time Mr. Holiday was !6 minutes ahead 
of the noon hour in making his tender. 

Both Mr. Moody and Mr. Holiday heard 
the statement made by Mr. Campbell to 
the committee and agreed with him that 
the details of the occurrence were as he 
related them. Mr. Campbell then asked 
the members of the sub-committee not to 
consider his personal feelings in the mat- 
ter, as he would not feel at all humil- 
iated if the committeemen differed with 
him.

The Fourth Class Postmasters.

The Texas League of Fourth Class 
|Postmasters has organized a move- 
|ment designed to impress upon con- 
igress the necessity and justice of ex- 
|tending the civil service rules to in- 
‘clude postmasters of this grade, and 
the reasons they set forth are certain- 
‘ly logical and reasonable. 

There are over 65,000 pgostmasters 
of the fourth-class in the United 
States whose average salary, based 
on a commission on the amount of 
Stamps cancelled at their offices, is 
less than $15 per month, and many 
of them do not receive $25 a year. It 
is complained that to these postmast- 
ers the postoffice department does 
not furnish a single thing with which 
to conduct the business of the office, 
making no allowance whatsoever for 
rent, fuel, etc. As things are organ- 
,ized at present, the fourth-class post- 
‘Master has the slenderest kind of a 
hold on his office, poorly renffiner- 
ated as he is, for this is a spoils pre- 
serve of tne politician, who is gener- 
ally “practical” in pulling appoint- 
ments of the kind. ‘ 

This precarious tenure of office and 
beggarly treatment at the hands of 
|Uncle Sam makes the average fourth- 
‘Class postmaster think twice before 
| he g0es to much personal expense to 

fix up” his office for the convenience 
\and aesthetic pleasure of its patrons. 
He is not apt to build handsome box 
‘fixtures and buy much mahogany of- 
| ee furniture under the present pe- 
|Rurious arrangement, nor is he so apt 
| to exert himself to become a first- 
‘Class postmaster in a fourth-class 
job.

“I know it will surprise a good many 
people to hear it, but I tell you that 
if the present trend in the doubtful states 
continues during the next month, or, if 
the conditions remain practically as they 
are, there is going to be a democratic 
land siide.’’

Justice Herrick lives in Albany county, 
which has been the seat of war be- 
tween David B. Hill and Justice Herrick 
for a dozen years, The county invariably 
was democratic until Mr. Hill moved to 
it from Elmira in 1892. From, time im- 
memorial before that Justice Herrick 
had been the democratic leader of the 
county. He was a Cleveland democrat, 
a Manning democrat, a Tilden democrat 
and has always been an anti-Hill dem- 
ocrat. 

Justice Herrick’s fdllowers in the 
county resented Mr, Hill's notion that he 
was to become the leader of the county 
just because he had been twice governor 
of the state and because he was senior 
United States democratic senator at the 
time. Justice Herrick’s friends, tn other 
words, looked upon Mr. Hill as a carpet- 
bagger, and from that time to this very 
day the democrats of the county have 
been divided between the Hl] faction and 
the Herrick faction. with the wsua] re- 
sult that the republicans have won in 
the city and county ever since. with 
the exception of 1898, when Awgustus 
Van Wyck, the democratic candidate for 
governor, carried it. It should be re- 
called right. here, though, that Justice 
Van Wyck Was nominated for governor 
that year in a democratic convention

YOUTH HELD FOR BURGLARY. 


Paul Stewart, Half Demented Youth, 


who, do the talking for the repnblican 

, are giving vent to the usual expe- 
pressions of certainty over the result. 
But it is not the surface vote or surface 
talk that is going to decide this election. 
It is going to be decided one way or the 
other by the quiet, business men who go 
to the polis, vote a secret balot, and 
make no noise. In Indianapolis, for in- 
Stance, I found a large number of these 
men who told me, in discussing the is- 
sues quietly, that they are going to vote 
for Parker, and these are men who have 
always voted the republican ticket. The 
Columbia Club, at Indianapolis, is a re- 
publican organization; no man can be- 
come a member of it umess he is a re- 
publican, and yet I had a number of 
members of that club, men whom I have 
known for several years, confide tn me 
their intention of voting against Roose- 
velt for the reason I have indicated, Of 
course these men are ésaying nothing 
about this out In the open for their mem- 
bership in the club wouki be at stake if 
it were Known they were going to vote 
the democratic ticket; but they talked it 
.to me and I am confident they not only 
speak for thelr own votes, but, what is 
more important, they represent a trend 
on the part of the business element gen- 
erally which is a serious menace to the 
republican ticket. 

“I found the same talk among business 
men of Detroit and other parts of Michi- 
gan; and in Chicago where I was thrown 
with prominent lawyers and business 
men, I found the same sort of trend 
against the republican ticket. I came to 
the conclusion that unless there is a de- 
cided change before November, the 
democrats will carry not only Indlana 
but they are likely to carry Illinois and 
to have a fighting chance in Michigan.” 


Other Troubles in Indiana. 

“I know this sounds like moonshine 
talk to a good many people down here 
who have not been in touch with the 
situation and who take it for granted the 
democrats have no chance Whatsoever 
in those middle western states. But what 
I am telling you represents the conditions 
as they are today. In Indiana the repub- 
lican managers are worried. They have 
not been able to get up any enthusiasm 
over Roosevelt or any real interest on the 
part of the republican masses. They are 
to have a big rally in Indianapolis in the 
near future which they hope will start 
things going their way. Beveridge and a 
lot of the big guns are to speak, and 
every effort is to be made to put life into 
‘their campaign. Unless this brings a de- 
cided and pronounced republican boom, 
however, the republicans will have to 
give up hope of carrying that state. The 
managers are beginning to realize this, 
and they are ‘worried. 

“Another thing which is calculated to 
make democratic votes this year is the 
negro question, Not only in southern In- 
diana, but in Indianapolis there is deep- 
seated disgust with Roosevelt for his ne- 
gro policy. There are between 20,000 and 
30,000 negroes in Indianapolis alone. The 
republicans have had not only to cater 
to this vote, but \buy it. The men who 
have put up for the republican cam- 
paign funds of the past—these very bus- 
iness men of whom Iam speaking—have 
got tired of it. They are disgusted with 
the venality of the negro; and the same 
is true in every Indiana community in 
which there are negroes in any number, 
as there are in many of them. This ques- 
tion alone will make many democratic 
yotes. Altogether, as I have said, there is 
every good reagon to believe that the out- 
look, not only in Indiana but in others 
of the middle western states, is highly 
favorable te democratic success.” 

Does Not Bear Hill Mark, 

It is interesting, in the light of after 
events, to note the comment of Wednes- 
day morning’s New York papers upon 
the probable trend of events at Sara- 
toga. Without exception, they treated 
the nomination of Judge, Herrick as out- 
side the pale of possibility. Those which 
were not cock-sure of the nomination of 
Mr. Grout, who was given a big boom

judge for the court of appeals. 

Of course the purpose of that Albany 
county action was to drive a knife into 
Herrick, and while Mr. Hill may have had 
no personal hand in it, the men with 
whom he was affiliating and identified 
did, 

Early Shouting for Grout. 

The other newspapers uniformly called 
Judge Herrick out of it. They noted an 
attempt to start a boom for him which 
held between certain influential leaders 
Murphy, but they also chronicled its 
death. Herrick, it was announced, had 
been disposed of “through a conference 
held between certain influencial leaders 
who were prominent in the movement to 
bring about the nomination of Judge 
Parker at St. Louis.”’ Hill was said to 
have “said the word” for Grout, McCar- 
ren was jubilantly declaring ‘“‘It will be 
7rout by acclamation; there never was 
any doubt of Grout’s nomination.’ The 
Tribune chronicles the interesting fact 
that ‘Tammany did not die gracefully” 
in the face of the certainty that Mce- 
Carren would put through his candidate, 
Grout. Tammany was pictured as being 
about the only fhing back of the Herrick 
movement, which the anti-Tammany pa- 
pers had already killed. The American 
announced with glee that “McCarren 
forces Murphy to the wall.’’ Yet just 
at that time, according to The Evening 
Post, Tammany “had deserted Palmer 
and was lining up for Herrick.” 


——- 


Leader Murphy’s Triumph. 

In the light of the glee with which 
most of these newspapers jump on 
Tammany and Murphy upon every poss!i- 
ble occasion, it is interesting to recall 
how they sneered at him for his pre- 
sumed defeat by McCarren, and how 
they delighted to tie Murphy and Tam- 
many to the Herrick boom at a time 
when it was regaded certain that boom 
had collapsed. Murphy had from the 
first said Herrick would be satisfactory 
to Tammany; that Tammany had ‘no 
candidate; but that there was just one 
man Tammany was opposed to—Grout. 
So, in the interest of complete truth, it 
may be noted right here that the nomi- 
nation of Herrick is as dictinct a victory 
for Tammany, view!ng the personal side 
of the contest, as if the Albany justice 
were Tammany’s own. 

The nomination is excellent, viewed in 
light. Judge Herrick is an able 
man, Of high character, and there 
nothing in record that has to be 
defended; of supreme importance in this 
particular campaign is the fact that he 
wears no man’s tag, that he is em- 
phatically not “Hill's man” or anybody 
else’s man, while his opponent is the 
Odell] machine and nothing else: that 
the nomination comes without having 
created any friction or factional differ- 
ences, and that it can be defendeq from 
every standpoint of logic. Jerome or 
Grout might have made more noise as 
a candidate, but Herrick ought to be an 
even better vote getter than either of 
them, especially since he has Francis Bur- 
ton Harrison as his running mate, 
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to keep Peachtree street in good condi- 
tion for five years between Ellis and 
Pine streets. This contract has yet about 
two years to run. 

Mayor Howell at once telephoned to the 
office of President Arkwright, of the 
Georgia. Railway and Electric Company, 
but found he was absent from the city.

ant hours. It was at Lithia the conven- 
tion had its practical adjournment be- 
cause it was from that point that many 
of the members started on their return 
home. 

The convention has been one of the hap- 
pilest.and most delightful within the, his- 
tory of the organization and the dele- 
gates in going home carry with them 
nothing but the kindest words about the 
south and Atlanta’s hospitality. No more 
positive evidence of the feelings of the 
visitors could have been shown than was 
manifested during the address of Pres- 
ident Adams last night. 

President Adams Speaks. 

(President Adams spoke of the people of 
Athanta declaring that he had lived 
among them and asserting that he had 
never found them wanting In any way 
whatever. He came to the city “a strang- 
er with doubts and misgivings and de- 
parted an Atnatan full fledged forever 
and a day.” 

Continuing he said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, Fellow Mem- 
bers and Comrades: I cannot express in 
fitting words the honor and pleasure I 
feel in the high privilege you have giv- 
en me, of addressing you today. 

“With Mayor Howell's cheering and el- 
oquent words of welcome to the freedom 
and hospitality of this beautiful city 
still ringing in my ears, and with the 
savory odors of Colonel Stockdell’s Geor- 
gia barbecue permeating our nostrils and 
exhilerating our brains, I desire, as a 
former resident here, to bear witness 
to the greatness of this city, and the vir- 
tues and achievements of its citizens. 

“Ags distinguished a traveler as Hum- 
bokit assures us that the only way to 
know a city is to live in it and walk 
with ifs people. Well, I have lived in 
‘Atlanta and walked with its people. I 
have done more than that. I have ridden 
with some of them and dined with many 
of them. I came as a stranger, with 
doubts and misgivings, and departed an 
Atlantan, full filedged, forever and a 
day. I may be pardoned, therefore, in 
feeling an unusual glow of pride and 
pleasure in returning here as president 
of this association. 

“That Atlanta is in the lead of what 
the world now recognizes as the ‘new 
south,’ is conceded everywhere. Never, I 
may say. has she had more reason to be 
proud of her peerless title, ‘The Gate 
City.’ 

“Atlanta was the first city to feel and 
exhibit to the world the life and zeal 
of the new south. Her great exhibitions 
of 1681 and 1895 demonstated the possi- 
bilities of the cotton fields, the varied 
industries and manufactories and the 
vast mineral and argricultural resources 
that abound throughout this sunlit land. 

“This is the first time that our associa- 
tion as a body. has ventured so far; into 
the south, Baltimore, Washington ‘and 
Nashville are already milestones with us. 

“This occasion is the first oportunity 
the majority of our members have had 
to see and learn something of what the 
term ‘New South’ means. In our avidity 
to see al] that is to be seen, and to hear 
everything you have to say to us, the 
members of this association will, I am 
sure, do their utmost to disabuse your 
minds of any impression you may have 
that these annual] meetings of ours are 
mere ‘junketing’ trips. They are intend- 
ed for profit as well as for pleasure. They 
have steadily broadened our horizan of 
industrial and social life; they give us 
an oportunity to know something Of our 
country, over which we flash the dots 
and dashes, its resources and fts people. 

“Not only fraterally but individually 
these meetings have strengthened for us 
the bondse of national brotherhood. Ties 
never, I hope, to be broken, unite us from 
ocean to ocean and from the northern 
borders of Canada to the gulf. 

“We are indeed glad to be in Atlanta. 
At our meeting in Boston we were re- 
minded that New England gave Professor 
Morse to the world. But it was the south 
that offered an opening to Morse’s great 
invention through the avenue of oppor- 
tunity. His experimental line was built 
from Washington to Baltimore. His first 
message was sent beneath the sun of the 
southern skies. 


The First Message. 


“Sixty years ago on the Ist day of May 
last, the telegraph was born, and the 
first message, ‘What hath God wrought,’ 
was flashed from Washington to Balti- 
more. On that day Morse reported the 
result of the whig convention by tele- 
graph from Baltimore to Washington, 
which nominated Henry Clay for the 
presidency. 

“The south gave to the telegraph many 
able men who have left the marks of 
their genius along the highway of pro- 
gress, from the trail of the pioneers up 
to the present time, conspicuous among 


a 


whom were Dr. Norvin Green and John 
Van diorn, both sons of old Kentucky, 
“Dr. Green became identified with the 
telegraph in the early 50's, and operated 
the United Morse and Peoples’ Telegraph 
line between Louisville and New Orleans. 
He became president of the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph company in 1878, to which 


office he was elected each successive year 
| until 


his death in 1893. The work ac- 
complished by him in the upbuilding and 
advancement of the commercial telegraph 
can hardly be exaggerated. 

“John Van Horn was also a pioneer 
telegrapher. He was associated with Dr. 
Green almost from the beginning of their 
He was president of the South- 


_western Telegraph company within the 


Confederate lines during the period of the 


civil war, and was subsquently made vice | 


president of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, which position he held until 
his death, which occurred about two 
years ago. 

“To the remarkable abilities of Mr. Van 
Horn as an administrative officer, may 


justly be attributed much of the early 


successful development of the telegraph 
throughout the south, and these qualities 
and the excellent judgment which expri- 
ence brought him in the later usefulness 
of his career, gave him a position which 
might fitly have been termed ‘the power 
behind the throne.’ 

“The impetus of the remarkable com- 
mercial advancement of the south was re. 
flected last Friday night at a dinner 
given at Sherry’s, in New York, to rep- 
resent southern bankers, who had been 
attending the American Bankers’ asso. 
ciation, and other prominent business men 
and the resolution that was passed. in- 
viting the cotton manufacturers of Great 
Britain and the continent of Europe to

COTTON+-The cotton market opened 
weak at a decline of 5 to 13 points. This 
showing was responsive to rather disap- 
pointing advices from the English mar- 
ket. The trade generally was feverishly 
active, and many outsiders were nervous 
over the report that two leading opera- 
tors were opposing each other in the lead. 
ing options. This statement caused con- 
siderable excitement, but there was quite 
a lot of realizing early in the session. The 
market was well supported as the day 
wore on and big blocks of cotton were 
eagerly absorbed by strong interests. 
Commission houses apparently had a line 
of selling orders, and the market at times 
looked a little top heavy. The general 
undertone ruled firm, however. The 
weather conditions were quite favorable 
and the crop news was satisfactory, al- 
though some rain was reported in the 
exStern belt, and some fears were nat- 
urally entertained regarding the quality 
of the cotton In this section of the coun- 
try. The movement was still rather 
heavy, but the estimates for receipts at 
Houston tomorrow showed a reduction. 
The spot markets were quiet generally, 
but evidences of an impending improve- 
ment in the demand from spinners at- 
tracted considerable attention. The 
clearances for exports were fair. Port 
receipts were figured at 48,000 bales, as 
against 31,603 last week, and 33,652 last 
year. For the week estimated perts were 
275,000, against 186,705 last week and 
199,210 last year. 

WHEAT—The trade in the wheat mar- 
ket today was scattered on both sides 
of the account. There was some good 
support, however, in consequence of the 
prospects for wet weather in the north- 
west, where the spring wheat threshing 
is now in full swing. The lower cables 
were not very attractive, since it was 
figured that inasmuch as the American 
markets are now practically independent 
of the action of the European markets 
the chances abroad are of little signifi- 
cance.
